It Is Essential to In- 
crease in Trade. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt called on 
Congress today for additional au- 
thority for the administration to 
reduce tariffs up to 75 per cent of 
the statutory rate on some items. 

In a special message, the Presi- 
dent indorsed a bill introduced by 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee proposing ex- 
tension of the Reciprocal Trade 


Act, plus the additional authority 
to change rates. 

This new authority is needed, 
Roosevelt said, as part of an over- 
all plan to lay the economic basis 
for a secure and peaceful world. 

Under the Reciprocal Trade Act 
of 1934 the President now has au- 
thority to reduce duties up to 50 
per cent below the stipulations of 
the Hawley-Smoot Tariff Act of 
1930. 

Would Permit New 50 Pct. Cut. 


The new legislation would per- 
mit reductions up to 50 per cent 
below the tariff rates as of Jan. 1, 
1945, meaning that rates already 
slashed could be cut again. Where 
the full 50 per cent cut has been 
made under present authority, the 
new bill would permit another 50 
per cent cut, or a maximum of 75 
per cent under the Hawley-Smoot 
rates. However, many items have 
not been trimmed under the old 
authority. 

President Roosevelt told Con- 
gress much had been accomplished 
in building international trade un- 
der the authority of the 1934 Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act, but that the 
tariff adjustment powers under 
this act have been largely ex- 
hausted. 

The new authority, he said, is 
essential to an increase in the 
foreign trade and full employ- 
ment. Roosevelt added that the 
United States cannot have large 
exports unless it takes payments 
in imports. 

Under the old Reciprocal Trade 
Act, 28 treaties have been negotli- 
ated with other countries. 

Factor in Lasting Peace. 

Mentioning the United Nations 
conference te be held at San Fran- 
cisco April 25 to “draw up the 
charter .. . for security and 
peace,” Roosevelt said:

(AP).—Earl Lloyd George, chief 
of Britain's elder gtatesmen and 
Prime Minister during the first 
World War, died tonight in his 
modest 400-year-old farm home. 
He was 82 years old last Jan, 17. 

The death leaves Vittorio Or- 
lando of Italy as the only sur- 
vivor of the Big Four of Versailles 
who wrote the peace treaty in 
1918. 

As his condition weakened the 
Countess and his daughter, Lady 
Olwen Carey Evans and Lady 
Megan Lloyd George, and his son, 
Maj. Gwilim Lloyd George, re- 
mained with him as much as pos- 
sible. 

The white-haired commoner 
who, though a lord of the realm, 
never took his seat in the House 
of Lords.

GUAM, March 26 (AP). — The 
Japanese radio, which yesterday 
reported American attempts to 
land on the Okinawa Islands in.

The enemy broadcasts said the 
landing attempts were supported 
by an intensive bombardment from | 
a large carrier-battleship'§ task | 
force and that American carrier.

sorties against Okinawa and other 
Ryukyu islands. 

Aerial bompardment of several 
of the Ryukyu islands, inciuding 
Okinawa itself, and of air bases 
in all of the southern Japanese 
home islands of Kyushu, Shikoku 
and Honshu, preceded the re- 
ported landings. 

Tokyo said Okinawa itself was 
bombarded three times Saturday 
by United States battleships of 
Adm. Raymond A. Spruance’s 
Fifth Fleet. Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz has announced only that 
Minami Daito, 250 miles east of 
Okinawa, was shelled.

Eisenhower Visits Bridgehead, 
Expects No Stop on Road to Berlin

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
FIRST ARMY, March 26 (AP).— 
Smiling and in excellent spirits, 
'Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower vis- 
‘ited the United States First Army 
east of the Rhine today, and as- 
serted he expected Lt. Gen. Court- 
ney Hodges’ men “to lick every- 
body they come up ainst.” 

“They did it all the way across 
France, and I see no reason why 
they should stop on the road to 
Berlin,” the supreme commander 
said, 

There was a feel of victory in 
the air as Eisenhower rode in a 
jeep across a pontoon bridge, and 
for the first time inspected this 
bridgehead seized by the First 
Army. 

Eisenhower obviously was jubi- 
lant o¥Ver developments all along 
the line. He looked much younger 
and less careworn than the last 
time I saw him just before the 
invasion of Normandy, and he 
laughed and joked with his gen- 
erals as they met at the sprawl- 
ing Petersberg Hotel which over- 
looks the Rhine from atop the 
1086-foot high Petersberg Mountain. 

It is the same hotel where 


Prime Minister Chamberlain 
stayed during his conference with | 
Hitler at Bad Godesberg in 1938. 

With Eisenhower were Lt. Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley and Hodges. 

In the hotel’s red plush-car- 
peted terrace restaurant, staff of- 
ficers had set up maps at one end, 
while a cheerful wood fire burned | 
in an open fireplace at the other. 
Bradley chatted with his old. 
friends of the First Army, while 
Eisenhower and Hodges huddled 
at one of the maps showing the 
progress of the First Army’s 
breakout drive from the bridge- 
head since the powerhouse attack 
exploded before dawn Sunday. 

From windows of the long’ 
room, Eisenhower could look 
across the beautiful mountains. 
and down into the valley where 
the Rhine stretched like a broad 
silver ribbon under gray skies. It 
was the valley of decision, for 
down there Hodges’ men had 
fought in from the river, built up 
a strong force, and then struck 
out eastward,

When Patton made his sensa- 
tional dash across France last 
August his right flank was unpro- 
tected, as Lt. Gen. Alexander M.

Unprotected, 
that is, from an orthodox mili- 
tary viewpoint, but Patton asked 
Weyland to support his flank from 
the air and Weyland did so to per- 
fect satisfaction, cutting off coun- 
terattacks and infiltrations and 
so harrassing the Germans on the 
roads that they were unable either 
to bring up reinforcements or to 
extricate their retreating troops.

Much of Patton’s maneuvers 
were shielded in a security black- 
out. Darmstadt, industrial rail 
center of 115,526 population was 
the largest city captured by the 
Third Army yesterday. The old 
university city of Heidelberg was 
outflanked and ripe for capture. 

In the north from the surburbs 
of Duisburg to north of captured 
Rees, the cross-Rhine front carved 
by Field Marshal Montgomery’s 
American Ninth, British Second 
and Allied First Airborne armies 
was solid, 31 miles or more wide 
along the Rhine and at least 10 
miles deep. 


The great superhighway to Dee 
lin north of Duisburg was cut in 
at least three places. 

At least six armies and at least 
one Canadian division were fight- 
ing beyond the Rhine and a high 
percentage of these were striking 
with armored power, growing 
hourly across numerous Rhine 
pontoon bridges.

To maintain the high degree of 
solvency of the Missouri fund, 
which now totals nearly 150 mil- 
lion dollars, the bill provides for a 
continuation of the special tax 
enacted two years ago on expand- 
ed war industries. Sponsors of 


the bill are Senator C. W. Matthes | 
of Hillsboro and Senator Francis | 


Smith of St. Joseph. 

The Missouri employer of eight 
or more persons covered by the 
act pays a tax of 3 per cent of 
his payroll, of which 2.7 per cent 
goes into the benefit fund and 
three-tenths of 1 per cent goes to 
the Federal Government to meet 
administration expenses. How- 


ever, under the merit rating sys- | 


tem an employer who has stabil- 
ized his payroll, has a_ lower 
tax, dependent on the extent of 
stabilization of employment, and 


many pay a tax of only nine-tenths | 


of 1 per cent, plus the three-tenths 
of 1 per cent for administration. 

In the expectation that there 
would be heavy drains on the 
benefit fund as a result of closing 
of war industries, the Legislature 
two years ago enacted a law in- 
creasing the tax to 3.6 per cent on 
that portion of payrolls which were 
50 per cent above the average for 
1939, 1940 and 1941. This was in- 
tended to place a heavier tax on 
expanded industry due to the war. 
The new act retains this principle 
but reduces the tax to 2.7 per cent. 

Follows Board’s Program. 

The bill, which is complicated, 
follows generally recommendations 
made by the commission for clear- 
er and simpler administration, for 
liberalization of benefits and for 
removal of troublesome technical- 
ities which have caused much un- 
certainty as to liabilities imposed 
on employers. 

In two particulars Matthes and 
Smith failed to include 
mendations of the commission. 
They did not broaden the scope 
of the unemployment act to make 
it apply to all covered employers 
who had four or more employes, 
but instead retained the present 
provision for coverage of those 
having eight or more. They also 
did not follow a recommendation 
that the act he expanded to in- 
clude agricultural workers, do- 
mestic employes, municipal em- 
ployes, employes of religious, char- 
itable and educa‘‘onal institutions, 
and insurance agents. In fact 
the proposed act leaves the classi- 
fications of employes covered ex- 
actly as under the old law. 

There has been a Federal trend 
to end State administration of un- 
employment compensation in all 
the states and to place it directly

Missouri’s Law Fairly Liberal. 

Missouri’s taw has been consid- 
ered fairly liberal, but if passed 
in the form now proposed it will 
be the equal, from the standpoint 
of the employe, of any in the 
country. Only one state, 
fornia, pays compensation for as 
high as 24 weeks and only one, 
Connecticut, has a higher maxti- 
mum weekly benefit than the 
proposed $20, the maximum there 


being $22. ,

$138,856,510, the balance having in- 
creased $28,149,461 during the year.

DANGER TO TN 
PLANT FROMNAZI 


War Prisoners on Farms 
Could Not Blow It Up 
as Winchell Fears, Of- 


ficers Say. 


Concern over the possibilities 
for sabotage by German prisoners 
Loft war working as farm laborers 
‘in St. Louis County, expressed 
last night by Walter Winchell, 
radio commentator, in a Blue Net- 
work broadcast, is not shared by 
officers in charge of the prison- 
ers or of the \.eldon Spring Ord- 
nance Works, located several miles 
from the prisoners’ camp. 


Winchell said prisoners worked 
unguarded on county farms, that 
there was nothing to prevent them 
from blowing up the Weldon 
Spring plant and that the War 
Department's policy in permitting 
a camp in the vicinity of the ord- 
/nance works was “stupid.” He 
added later, in response to a tele- 
|phone inquiry, that he was not 
worried about the people who live 
‘in the neighborhood but about all 
the ammunition that would be 
lost if the plant blew up. 


No Explosives Stored. 

Lt. Col. Stanley C. Shubart, com- 
manding officer of the plant, 
which manufactures TNT and 
DNT, said today virtually no ex- 
plosives are being stored, but are 
shipped out as fast as possible, 

He added that should a prison- 
er manage to escape and cross the 
Missouri River, scale aie climb- 
proof fence around the reserva- 
tion, evade armed patrols, climb 
‘another climb-proof fence and 
reach the manufacturing area, he 
might succeed in blowing up a 
building or stopping one produc- 
tion line, but that the buildings 
are so arranged that extensive 
| damage would be impossible. 
| The prisoners are quartered in 
| barracks on the Hellwig Brothers’ 
|farm about three miles west of 
Chesterfield. They were brought 
| into the county about a year ago 
after Paul M. Bernard, St. Louis 
County Farm Agent, had certified 
the labor shortage was desperate. 
He said today they had proved to 
satisfactory workers. Their 
number was not disclosed offi- 
clally, but it was estimated there 
are about 100. 

Two Other Groups on River. 

Another group of German pris- 
oners is.working under direction 
of the Army Engineers on Mis- 
sourt River channe] control and 
living in a quarterboat not far 
from the plant. About 50 German 
war prisoners are living in a boat 
at the foot of Arsenal street, re- 
pairing barges for the Army En- 
gineers,

has taken the  Aschaffenburg 
Bridge over the Main River east 
of Frankfurt. 

Hoge in his new command suc- 
ceeds: Maj. Gen. Hugh J. Gaffey 
of Austin, Tex., who has been pro- 
moted to a corps commandership. 

Gaffey was commended by Lt. 
Gen, Omar N. Bradley, Twelfth 
Army Group comander, on March 
17 for the Fourth Armored’s 
breakthrough in the Saar-Palati- 
nate offensive. Bradley said his 
leadership contributed to “cutting 
the enemy to pieces.” 

The Fourth Armored raced to 
the Rhine on March 7 over the 
only navigable road in the sector 
in a “shoestring” ganfele which 
Lt. Gen. George S. Patton readily 
admits was pretty risky. 

Patton was late in reaching the 
Rhine, His Third Army was the 
fourth American Army to reach 
the river and the second to cross, 
but it couid be the first to reach 
Berlin. To the men the sensa- 
tional spurt has been a shot in 
the arm after the freezing “Bat- 
tle of the Bulge” in Belgium. 

Men of the Fourth Armored 
were told on March 3 to get 10 
days’ K-rations and head for the 
Rhine from the Kyll River — a

INCH-AND-HALF RAIN 
FLOODS RIVERS AND 
DELAYS PLANTING 


An inch and a half of rain fell 
in St. Louis yesterday, a part of 
a general rain throughout the 
midwest which Meteorologist Har- 
ry F, Wahlgren said fell on al- 
ready-moist soil in Missouri, delay- 
ing spring planting and sending 
rivers over their banks at some 
points. 

Some damage and inconvenience 
was expected by Wahlgren as a 
result of an overflow of the Mis- 
sissippi River, expected to reach 
its crest of 25 feet above flood 
level at St. Louis Saturday. This 
morning the Mississippi was still 
1.7 feet below flood stage of 30 
‘feet here. The Mississippi was 
|2.5 feet above flood at Cape Gir- 
-ardeau and 1.1 above flood at 
| Chester. 

Wahlgren said farm lowlands 
would be flooded along the Mis- 
Sissippi at some points and along 
the Missouri near Hermann, 
where a levgl 2.1 feet above flood 
stage was recorded this morning, 
and at St. Charles, where the Mis- 
souri stood at 2.4 feet above flood.

an employment ceiling has been 
violated. 

Violation of the curfew itself 
will not bring WPB punitive ac- 
tion through the halting of light, 
power or fuel or the suspension of 
priority privileges, a WPB spokes- 
man said. 

The first step in enforcement, it 
was stated, is the imposition of a 
low man-power ceiling by WMC 
on the offending night club—or a 
“zero ceiling” which would put the 
place out of business by forbidding 
any employment of workers. If 
the ceiling were ignored, WMC 
would so certify to WPB. 

“We do have a definite agree- 
ment that we will handle any com- 
pliance case where violation of 
such a ceiling is certified to us,” 
said the spokesman, “No case has 
yet been certified.” 

When a certification is received, 
he added, the case will be turned 
over to WPB’s compliance division 
for investigation. 

A hearing would be held at 
which the Government would be 
required to prove that, because 
of the man-power violation, elec- 
tricity, fuel or other materials 
needed elsewhere to promote the 
war effort, were being used, 

Priority sanctions never before 
have been applied in this way, al- 
though one Brooklyn manufac- 
turer lost his Army and Navy con- 
tracts and priority rights for vio-

ing, under authority of a presi- 
dential executive order. 

WPB compliance officials 
would proceed under the regula- 
tion issued to enforce the bar on 
horse racing, “priority regulation

Today, the Third Army proc- 
essed its 300,000th prisoner since 
Aug. 1. This is more than the 
number taken by any other 
army on the Western Front, al- 
though the United States First 
Army, for example, has been 
operating 55 days longer. 

As Allied strength rises and 
German resistance dwindles, a 
tremendous sense of exhilaration 
and expectancy has come over 
the Third Army. The soldiers 
can tell from the signposts and 
the captured cities and towns 
that they are going places, but 
they also feel that the Germans 
are groggy and definitely on 
their last legs, with the final 
round coming up. 

A sight not to be forgotten is 
our armor and motorized infan- 
try racing for the bridgeheads. 
There was a time, not so far back, 
when snow and mud and rain and 
lack of bridgeheads held us up 
and our columns used to be stalled 
on the rutty roads for miles. 


Race Among Units. 


Today there is no stalling and) 
no despondency over the weather. 
The weather continues fair and 
our vehicles are honestly racing 
for the bridgeheads, each outfit 
competing to be the first across 
the Rhine, the Main or whatever 
river presents itself. 


Gen. Patton’s famous dash 
around Paris from Le Mans to 
Reims to Verdun had nothing 
on the current one for excite- 
ment and results, East of the 
Rhine, we are moving faster 
than we did west of the Rhine, 
now that our warriors feel the 
end is in sight. 

Unlike the Ardennes, the Eifel 
hills and the Hunsrueck plateau, 
over which we have struggled be- | 
tween Christmas and Palm Sun- | 
day, Patton’s people now find | 
themselves fighting in the most 
favorable tank country in West- 
ern Germany—the plains leading 
east from Mainz and Worms and 
known to all cartographers as the | 
“Frankfurt Plains,” because of | 
their proximity to Frankfurt-on- | 
the-Main as well as the Main | 
River valley. Inasmuch as these 
plains are as flat as a pancake, | 
the Germans command no high | 
ground from which to gain obser- | 
vation of our forces. Unable to 
shoot down at us, they are flee- 
ing from the open, vulnerable | 
plains and are offering their main | 
resistance in the cities and towns. 


Destruction Is Great. 


The inevitable result is that 
German - occupied communities 
east of the Rhine are being ob- 
literated, the destruction being 
even worse than west of the 
Rhine, whe. it was not trivial. 

The nature of the resistance be- 
ing what it is, an order has been 
issued that all @ivilians caught 
shooting American troops are to 
be summarily executed without 
trial. The order is in accord with. 
recognized rules of warfare and | 
does not apply to Volkssturm 
(home army) members, who wear 
identi-ying arm bands and are 
treated as regular soldiers when 
captured.

On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and with- 
out leaving the enclosed space, retire alone to one of the 
voting booths so provided, and shall ay his ballot for 
voting in the following manner: Should the voter desire to 
vote @ ‘‘straight'’ party ticket he shall plece «@ cross (X) 
mork in the circle immediately below the party name. If the 
voter desires to vote for one or more sendidates on more 
then one party ticket, by voting what is commonly called « 
“split ticket’’ he may plece a cross (X) mark in the circle 
immediately below one party name and mork cross (X) marks 
in the squores at the left of the names of candidates on 
ether tickets for whom he wishes te vote. If the voter 
desires te vote for one or more candidates whose name or 
memes do not appeer on the printed ballot, he may do so 
by drewing «a line orece the printed name of cendideote 
fer such office, and writing below such canceled name the 
name of person for whom he desires to vote, end placing « 
cross merk in the squere oat the left of such nome. he 
squeres so marked shall take precedence over the cross 
merked in the circle. Where there are two or more candi- 
daten for like office in a@ group « cress (X) mark in the 
squore to the left of a candidate's name, automatically votes 
egainst the candidate whose name appeers within the same 
horizontal line in the column under the circle in which appears 
the cross (X) mork unless the voter indicates another candi- 
date, to be voted against by drawing a line through such 
candidate's name. All candidates of the party whose circle 
is marked shall be counted as voted fer excepting where 
squeres cre crossed preceding the names of the candidates 
in other columns; if two or more candidates for the same 


office are thus designated, neither shall be counted. If the 
cross (X) is not placed in the circle immediately below the 
party name at the head of the column, but does appear in the 
squares opposite the various candidates’ names, then only 
these names shall be counted for, and none other. A cross 
{X) mork is any line crossing any ether line ot any angle 
within the voting space, and no ballet shall be declared void

He shall then hand the ballot to the judge of election 
selected to take ballots, who shall number the ballet and 
deposit it in the ballot box. The voter shall quit and leave 
said enclosed pace @s soon as possibe.

WITH UNITED STATES FIRST 
ARMY, March 26 (AP).—First 
Army nifantry and tanks broke 
out of the Ramegan bridgehead 
yesterday in a massive attack 
that carried them nine to 11 miles 
eastward on the road to Berlin. 

Today an armored unit struck 
out near Coblenz and wheeled 
northeastward 22 miles through 
German lines. The tanks were 
rolling ahead “without major op- 
position,” an officer said. Other 
tank drives were under way far- 
ther north. 

“One of the oddest things about 
it was the way the tanks whipped 
on past villages where German 
troops were garrisoned,” an offi- 
cer said. 

Resistance in various places 
apparently depended on the tem- 
perament of the enemy command- 
er. r 

Yesterday the tanks and dough- 
boys encountered opposition rang- 
ing from moderate on the right 
flank to heavy on the left flank, 
which borders the Ruhr, 


Whooping, dust-covered dough- 
boys rode tanks in a series of 
leapfrog attacks. 

The push by powerfully-rein- 
forced divisions rolled the Ger- 
mans back eastward all along the 


-}iine. 


This is another “St. Lo” for the 
First Army. The whole scene is 
reminiscent of the lash-out which 
broke German resistance at the 
base of the Cherbourg peninsula 
last July.

| ALOYS P. KAUFMANN 


HENRY F. CHADEAYNE 


Republican. 


AYOR KAUFMANN, who has 
held the office since Aug. 1, 
1943, is basing his campaign 
strategy on the assumption that 
the Republicans will win the elec- 
tion and, accordingly, is making 
no major speeches. His campaign 
committee and the party organ- 
ization have not arranged any 
city-wide or district meetings such 
as have been customary in the 
past. Consequently, there has 
been no effort to join issues with 
the Democrats, and the campaign 
has been nearly as listless as the 
one before the March 9 primary. 
In the primary, Kaufmann de- 
feated his only opponent for the 
nomination, Richard J, Ganahl, 
43,423 to 1407. His supporters are 
stressing his record of preparation 
for postwar public works, co-op- 
eration with industry for postwar 
employment, intention to build 
housing and eliminate blight, de- 
veloping airports, promoting good 
race relations and good relations 
between labor and management, 
and consulting citizen groups on 
public affairs. He has proposed 
a center for aid of various kinds 
to war veterans. 


Was Committeeman. 

He was First Ward Republican 
Committeeman before he was 
elected President of the Board of 
Aldermen in April, 1943. When 
Mayor William Dee Becker was 
killed in the glider crash at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, Aug. 1, 1943, 
Kauffmann automatically became 
M#fvyor. Last November he was 
elected to a five-month unexpired 
term. His opponent for the short 
term was Patrick J. Burke, Aa 
business agent for the milk wag- 
on drivers’ union. Kaufmann, re- 
ceiving strong independent back- 
ing, scored a phenomenal victory, 
with about 47,500 voters who 
marked their ballots for President 
Roosevelt splitting their tickets 
and voting also for Kaufmann, 
whose plurality was 28,247, while 
Roosevelt's was 70,276 and all 
other Democratic nominees car- 
ried the city with big pluralities. 
Kaufmann carried 17 of the 28 
wards, while Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, Republican presidential 
nominee, carried only one. 

As Mayor, Kaufmann sponsored 
last year’s bond issue, the nucleus 
of a 63-million-dollar fund for pub- 
lic works. He has consistently up- 
held the smoke elimination ordl- 
mance and be has taken an active 
part in obtaining an adequate sup- 
ply of smokeless coal for St. Louis- 
ans. The movement to obtain 
adequate working forces for war 
plants and plans for postwar re- 
conversion of such plants have had 
his backing. 

His activities in office have 
gained for him commendations 
from many political and civic lead- 
ers who hardly knew of him be- 
fore. He has enjoyed the general! 
co-operation of the Board of Alder- 
man and other elective officials. 
He has unequivocally declared his 
aupport of the municipal merit sys- 
tem in the face of criticism of the 
strength of his allegiance to it. 

The new State Constitution was 
supported by Kaufmann. One ren- 
son for his interest in it is the in- 
clusion of a plan for creating met- 
ropolitan districts to handle joint 
facilities of city and county. 

To meet 1943 pay increases for 
city employes, Kaufmann “reluc- 
tantly” approved re-enactment of 
the city cigarette tax, which had 
been repealed under Mayor Beck- 
er. At his request the Aldermen 
provided that milk bottle caps 
must show the date of pasteuriza- 
tion, after a legal ruling knocked 
out a previous dating practice. 


Elevated Tracks. 

Under Kaufmann’s direction a 
plan has been evolved to settle the 
long troublesome problem of re- 
moval of the elevated railroad 
tracks from the riverfront me- 
morial site. Details are still under 
study. The plan calls for putting 
the tracks in a tunnel under wid- 
ened Third street and co-ordinat- 
ing the connection of new north- 
ern and southern highways with 
Third. The Mayor is urging the 
joining of Me@horial and Aloe 
plazas, along both sides of Market 
street. He is advocating also adop- 
tion of a master plan for physical 
development of the city. 

Among Kaufmann’s supporters 
for re-election are groups of busi- 
ness and labor leaders. His first 
active participation in politics was 
in 1933 in his home ward, the 
First. Elected ward committee- 
man in 1936, his first candidacy for 
public office was when he ran for 
the aldermanic presidency. 

He is 42 years old, married, and 
lives at 1448 East Adelaide avenue. 
He has a son, Michael Aloys, born 
Jan. 31. His mother being wid- 
owed, he left school at an early 
age, but later he attended night 
classes at Benton College of Law 
and became a lawyer in 1928. He 
opened his law practice soon after 
that and continued it unti] he be- 
came Mayor.

RAFTED to run for the 
mayoralty by a civic commit- 


tee of leading Democrats, 
Chadeayne had the virtually 
unanimous support of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee in the pri- 
mary. He defeated the nearest of 
three opponents for the nomina- 
tion, Mrs. Vera R. Callahan, 15,- 
734 to 1547. 

No politically strong Democrat 
had offered to file for the nomina- 
tion and efforts of regular party 
leaders to persuade various well- 
known men to run were unsuc- 
cessful. In spite of the general 
Democratic victory in the city and 
State Jast November, the mayoral 
post was unattractive because of 
Mayor Kaufmann’s smashing vic- 
tory for the unexpired term in 
November, the generally disor- 
ganized state of the party locally 
and the recent disclosure by the 
Post-Dispatch of the record of 
Sheriff John F. Dougherty, Demo- 
crat, and some of his deputies, in- 
cluding the showing that Dough- 
erty was part-owner of a notori- 
ous East Side gambling establish- 
ment. 

Chadeayne, recognized as a 
civic leader and a lifelong Demo- 
crat interested in a cleanup of 
the local party, has undertaken 
an active, fighting campaign, con- 
centrated so far in radio addresses 
and a speech before the League 
of Women Voters. He has come 
out for adoption of a modernized 
city Charter, under authority of 
the new State Constitution, ex- 
pressing his personal preference 
for a change to the Council-man- 
ager form of government, in 
which a professional manager 
would be the administrator and 
the Mayor largely a ceremonial 
figurehead. He has questioned the 
strength of Mayor Kaufmann’s 
Support of the merit system, 
which Chadeayne strongly favors, 
and has criticised the Kaufmann 
administration in various respects, 
Chadeayne’s Charges. , 

In his early speeches Chade- 
ayne has retaliated against criti- 
cism of his party by citing black 
marks against various Republican 
officeholders and politicians. He 
charged that Kaufmann failed to 
assume proper responsibility in de- 
veloping St. Louis as an air cen- 
ter and failed to enforce the smoke 
elimination ordinance effectively 
and impartially. For himself, 
Chadeayne pledged enforcement of 
the smoke law, protection of con- 
Sumers against poor coal, active 
efforts to promote aviation, co- 
operation in postwar plans, elimi- 
nation of slums and construction 
of housing. He has been an ad- 
vocate of a service agency for 
war veterans, He has indorsed 
MVA., 

Chadeayne was comptroller of 
General American Life Insurance 
Co., but resigned on entering the 
race for Mayor. Walter W. Head, 
president of the company and one 
of Kaufmann’s chief supporters, 
has stated that Chadeayne would 
be invited to return to his posi- 
tion if defeated in the election. 

The party committee which 
drafted Chadeayne praised his vi- 
sion, judgment, character and ex- 
perience, 

Recently Chadeayne was re- 
elected to a second year’s term as 
president of the Social Planning 
Council of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. He is in his third year 
as president of the Artists’ Guild 
and has been president of the 
Missourl Welfare League and of 
the Salvation Army Advisory 
Board. 

He is a director of United Char- 
ities, Park and Playground Asso- 
ciation, People’s Art Center and 
the Little Theater. He was an 
organizer and active participant 
in the St. Louis VU. 8S. O. Council 
and was on the Mayor’s committee 
last summer to recommend an ap- 
pointee for a Board of Education 
vacancy, heading a subcommittee 
to interview candidates. He is on 
the Finance Committees of the 
Greater St. Louis and Missouri 
State War Chests, a director of 
the Life Office Management As- 
sociation and president of the 
Missouri Society Sons of the 
American Revolution.

Roosevelt ; Says Conservation

—President Roosevelt called 
the nation today to “conserve to 
the utmost” the supply of motor 
vehicles to avert a collapse of 
public transportation facilities.

serve to the utmost our over- 
burdened motor vehicle transpor- 
tation.

motor vehicle conservation and in 
suggesting things that individual 
owners can do to extend the life 
and service of their automotive 
equipment.”

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—Complaints that wounded war 
veterans are being treated with 
cruelty and neglect in Government 
hospitals headed to the House 
floor today with a demand for a 
full-scale investigaton. 
Representative Philbin (Dem.,), 
Massachusetts, said he would re- 
new in the House his committee- 
sidetracked resolution ‘“‘to investi- 
gate alleged intolerable condi- 
tions” in the care of returning 
service men. The Rules Commit- 
tee has recommended legislation 
by Chairman Rankin (Dem.), Mis-

Philbin was armed with a stack 
of letters from service men and 
their families complaining of 
whippings, slappings and other 
punishments in veterans’ hospitals.

that army’s bridgehead. 

Army Group G has only one in- 
tact army, the Nineteenth, which 
is, or was along the Rhine from 
Strasbourg south to the Swiss 
frontier. . 

Its other two armies, the First 
and Seventh, have virtually been 
destroyed west of the Rhine, and

Furthermore, it is possible that 
the Nineteenth Army is already 
more or less pinned down by a 
crossing of the Rhine by the First 
French Army near Rastatt— at 
least there are unofficial 
to that effect.

Brickbat for Baseballers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Baseball got another break today in 
a decision by the War Manpower Com- 
mission.” This is the start of the latest 
bit of news regarding a ruling which 
allows a baseball player to leave any 
war plant and join his team in that 
very “essential war game of baseball.” 
To me it is a cowardly and disgraceful 
betrayal of every American mother 
whose sons are in this war. 

God created us alike, one human body 
being no better or more sacred than an- 
other, even if he is some talented 
“prima donna” who is able to sock a 
ball out of the park or cut capers on 
the bases. Yet the Selective Service 
boards seem to think differently about 
a number of these grea American pub- 
lic idols. They judge them weak, puny, 
partly crippled by bad knees and unfit 
for a real man’s job of soldiering for 
Uncle Sam. They classify a lot of them 
4F, and then we should go out to the 
ball park and see our “hero” play ball. 
This, coupled with the aforementioned 
WMC ruling, is a deliberate showing of 
favoritism, 

The so-called “widespread demand” 
for baseball by the men and boys over- 
seas, as quoted in the news, I term a 
gross falsification. I charge the “de- 
mand” comes, first, from the big inter- 
ests of baseball, and second, from our 
Government, which is well aware of the 
taxes forthcoming.

A Milk-and-Water Bill 


If the Supreme Court reads the election re- 
turns, members of Congress read the war news. 
This is the cynical interpretation that must be 
placed on the milk-and-water labor draft bill 
that has come out of Senate-House conference. 
It falls far short of the measure recommended 
by the President a year ago last January and 
again in January of this year. It ignores in es- 
sence the pleas of the Secretaries of War and 
Navy for effective control of civilian man power. 

Under the compromise, War Mobilization Di- 
rector Byrnes can prescribe employment ceil- 
ings by areas, activities or places of employment, 
fixing maximum number of workers. Since the 
bill does not cover all business, but must be ap- 
plied selectively, we wonder how many battles 
from now its administrative problems can be 
solved. The bill also permits Byrnes to regulate 
the hiring of new workers and to prohibit in- 
dividuais in particular cases from leaving their 
jobs. 

Surely the House bill was no Draconian meas- 
ure, but at least it put teeth in man-power con- 
trol by permitting local draft boards to tell 
registrants to take war jobs or go to jail. It 
might be said of the compromise bill that it tells 
workers, “Boys, if we ever get around to you in 
the process of bureaucratic selection, we hope 
you will keep your war job or else take a slap 
on the wrist.” 

Congress has taken nearly three months to 


_ produce the mouse that now emerges; all the 


while it has been casting frightened glances 
over one shoulder at its constituents, then gazing 
hopefully over the other shoulder at the war 
news. It has been gambling on V-E day to take 
the pressure off the demand for man-power con- 
trol though, after V-E day, we still have a major 
war to win in the Pacific.

Meantime, the inevitable comparison arises 
between conscription, which orders a man to put 
on a uniform and risk his life without any ifs, 
ands or buts, and a pusillanimous service law 
that home-front slackers can drive a wagon 
through. The country is going to be sorry for 
this wishy-washy congressional attitude when 
the boys come home and find out what tender- 
ness has been shown to home-front workers 
while they were getting hell at the front. 
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An Accurate Hitler Forecast 

The fact that numerous Hitler prophecies had 
gone sour, and that disaster in various forms 
is rapidly overtaking the Reich, may have caused 
some Germans to have doubts about the Fuehrer’s 
infallibility. They can quiet their fears now. Hit- 
ler’s intuition is in perfect order again, and his 
latest forecast can’t be questioned. 

Here is what Hitler’s journalistic mouthpiéce, 
the Voelkischer Beobachter, has to say about the 
latest development in the war: 

Germans may expect the Allies to increase 

the scope of their airborne landings... . 

The battle will expand in both violence and 

scope in the next few days. 

Hans can be sure that this time the Fuehrer 


knows what he is talking about. 
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Finland’s Election Was Free 

Finland’s general election, the first held in 
Europe since World War II began, is more 
important because of the way it was held than 
because the Leftist parties got a slight majority 
in the National Assembly. This means that 
victorious Russia did not crack the whip to 
get a subservient legislature. 

At the time Helsinki surrendered to Moscow, 
many conservatives in America expected Finland 
to be taken over completely by the Russians, 
after they had held a fake election to give 
color of consent to the change. No heed was 
paid to Kremlin declarations that the U. S. S. R. 
had no interest in Finland’s internal affairs 
other than to insure security against fifth 
columnists. The announcement of new elections 
was regarded as the beginning of the end. 

The recent vote shows the groundlessness of 
these fears. On paper, the radical parties won 
the control of the Assembly; in fact, the Social 
Democrats, a light-pink party, won 52 seats while 
the deep-red Popular Democrats got only 51, 
the other 97 votes being split among the Agra- 
rian, Conservative, Swedish People’s and Lib- 
eral parties. Of total votes cast, conservative 
candidates received about 732,000 votes to the 
711,000 cast for radical nominees. 

It is as plain as a pikestaff that the left-of- 
center parties haven’t a death grip on the Fin- 
nish Government so far. This must be kept in 
mind when we think about the free election 
the Big Three have promised for Poland. 

Many have waved aside as of no consequence 
the statement of Messrs. Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin right after Yalta that they intended to 
see that a fair election was held in Poland. 
The professional Poles said we were saps and 
suckers to be fooled by Stalin that way. 

The same sort of thing had been said about 
“bleeding Finland.” Yet Finland’s election was 
obviously free. 
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Equal Taxes on Insurance 

Missouri-incorporated insurance companies, it 
appears from testimony so far, favor making 
their premium receipts subject to the same 2 
per cent tax now levied in this State on “for- 
eign” companies. That is excellent. The Su- 
preme Court decision that insurance is commerce 
seems clearly to require that the states tax all 
companies alike or tax none, and it would be 
folly to give up some two or three million dollars 
now received for the sake of giving less than 
one-tenth that much continued relief to “home” 
companies. 

We do not agree with the Missouri companies 
that this present necessity for legislative action 
grows out of a breached State right. It was 
never intended that the states should enjoy un- 


bridled liberty to discriminate against one an- 


other. Such practices never had any justifica- 
tion except that other states were doing the same 
thing, creating internal tariff walls to the detri- 
ment of everyone’s trade and prosperity. Over 
on the positive side, the very fact that Missouri 
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may now choose between taxing everyone and 
no one is itself clearest evidence that no essen- 
tial right is impaired. 

Grudgingly or otherwise, however, the impor- 
tant thing is that the companies are supporting 
the equal-tax bill. If there was any slight resi- 
due of doubt before, it is now perfectly clear 
that the Legislature should enact the law with 
utmost promptness. 
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Bad News for Bourbons 


A day of reckoning is ahead for the 17 South- 
ern Bourbon Senators whose votes Friday enabled 
the Republicans to.reject Aubrey Williams’ nom- 
ination as REA head. And it may come sooner 
than they think, for at a press conference held 
jointly with Mr. Williams, James G. Patton, pres- 
ident of the Farmers’ Union, announced plans 
for the organization of a “‘Polétical Information 
Bureau,” which will operate in rural America 
much as Sidney Hillman’s Political Action Com- 
mittee functioned in the metropolitan indus- 
trial areas in the last presidential campaign. 

We agree with Mr. Williams’ statement that 
his defeat was the result principally of his be- 
lief “that the farmers and wage-earners should 
be a part of the power structure of American 
life—the political and economic power of the 
country.” But Bourbons never learn and never 
forget; they fear the people can grasp power 
whenever they make up their minds to do so— 
but nevertheless act in such a way as to pre- 
cipitate this very course of action on the peo- 
ple’s part. 

Thus good may come out of the evil of the 
Senate reactionaries—the good of thrusting them 
from public office and preventing their counter- 
parts from slipping in. It remains to be seen, 
of course, whether the Patton-Williams group is 
strong enough—and skillful enough—to adapt 
PAC’s amazingly effective urban technique to 
the farmer in the backward states. In any event, 
it is likely to take a good deal more time than 
PAC found necessary. 

This much can be said, however: the new Polit- 
ical Information Bureau will not die for the lack 
of a large potential audience. The farm vote 
—yes, including the Southern farm vote—can 
be explosively anti-Bourbon, as has been dem- 
onstrated again and again. More often than not, 
the leaders who set them on fire have been 
daubed with the tarbrush of intolerance—Ben 
Tillman, Tom Watson, Huey Long—but each 
also had a program for some specific improve- 
ment of the status of the exploited and despair- 
ing. 

The sharecroppers know there’s something 
wrong about their spending their lives slaving 
for kulaks or city slickers, and occasionally fol- 
low men who give some promise of taking them 
out of darkness. There ought to be a chance 
for a change in the years immediately ahead. 
Senator McKellar, for example, comes up for 
re-nomination in 1946. 

It will be interesting to watch the develop- 
ment of the rural PAC in the states of Bank- 
head, Bilbo and their fellow-Bourbons. Jim Pat- 
ton knows the approach to the farmers in the 
Great Plains and the Rocky Mountain area, 
Aubrey Williams comes from the old Southeast, 
the region that is still the nation’s Economic 
Problem No. 1. It is to be hoped that their 
teamplay will bring light to the little fellow on 
the farm in the states that have been Bourbon- 
ized much too long.

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One Month to the Front 


A small item in the news tells a very big story:

Many of us have been disposed to assume that 
our small contributions to the war would never 
be missed, and that supplies flow to the front 
from so ample a reservoir that we can occa- 
sionally take a holiday from pumping in new 
ones. Those assumptions are dangerous. We 
never quite know, when we take a day off or 
join with others in a strike, that we are not hav- 
ing a direct effect on the war effort. In these 
circumstances, ‘guessing’ that no harm may 
come of our individual slackness is a calloused 
and — attitude indeed. 
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Old Hickory Repeats 


There’s the best of precedent for the way the 
Thirtieth or Old Hickory Division crushed the 
Wehrmacht’s defensive line east of the Rhine 
Sunday morning for one of the most brilliant 
infantry successes of the war. On Aug. 8, 1918 
—the “black day of the war” for Gen. Luden- 
dorff—its World War I predecessor in title 
played the principal part in breaking the Hin- 
denburg Line. 
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Doubts About the Legislature

Editor wonders whom the Senators could have in mind as they 
debate national-service legislation; surely they can't be thinking 
of the Marines on Iwo Jima, or the soldiers across the Rhine, who 
are fighting “slavery” too; let Senators pass a real bill, he urges.

Some months ago the mother of a young 
man, handsome and gentle, trained and 
competent, received one of those telegrams 
from Washington which have taken heart- 
break into thousands of homes in this land, 
The mother found her loss hard to sustain. 


Two of her friends, women without chil- 
dren, talked of her condition. One said 
that she quite understood. The war was 
terrible. Indeed, what with all the trou- 
bles of this rationing, she often felt. that 
she did not know what to do. The second 
woman, usually the soul of courtesy, 
straightened in her chair and asked: 
“What in hell are you talking about?” 


Unfortunately, in larger but similar cir- 
cumstances, no way seems to be open to 
put that question directly to the Senate of 
the United States. But some people would 
like to know. What are the Senators talk- 
ing about and what are they thinking about 
in debating of national-service legislation? 


Whose “Rights” Concern Them? 


Are they thinking of those men on Iwo 
Jima who gave us a revelation, beyond the 
powers of a Dante or a Milton to describe, 
of the tortures which human spirit can 
command human flesh to suffer? 


Are they thinking of the 45,000 families 
at home who followed in anguished con- 
centration every scrap of news that came 
from that small, far-off island where 45,000 
Marines were put ashore in low land to 
overcome an enemy scientifically fortified 
in caves and dugouts in high ground? Are 
they thinking of the soldiers who fought 
their way, house to house, through burning 
Manila? Are they thinking of the soldiers 
who pushed their way, in the winter of 
Northern Europe, through the German de- 
fenses west of the Rhine? 

Or are the Senators thinking of the men 
and women at home, groaning under the 
hugest payrolls known on this earth and 
the hugést profits known on this earth? 
Are they thinking of the men and women 
who have crowded the provision stores and 
the dining rooms of great hotels, the neigh- 
borhood bars and the insanely expensive 
night clubs? 

Are they thinking of the men and women 
who have debated the procedure of closing 
down the race tracks and who have studied 
the prospects of the stock market? When 
the Senators talk of “rights,” whose have 
they in mind? Have they in mind only the 
rights of people like the woman whose 
mind passed instantly from contemplation 
of the agony of a mother to contemplation 
of her own agony in coping with this “ter- 
rible rationing”? 


Little Heed of Realities 


Little argument is heard as to the reality 
of the crisis. We must call to the colors 
this year hundreds of thousands of addi- 
tional men. But exactly the same condi- 
tions which compel us to call up hundreds 
of thousands of additional men compel us 
to increase production for war. This makes 
a large increase in war workers impera- 
tive. We have, therefore, the simultaneous 
necessities of taking men out of industry 
and putting more men into industry for 
war. The only way both necessities can be 
served is to get men out of secondary occu- 
pations and into war work, Next to noth- 
ing is heard in controversion of that con- 
clusion, Senators do not deny the reality 
of the erisis. They admit the crisis in 


, 


their own efforts to find a substitute for 
the May bill, 


The question is this: Shall the Congress 
move in a straight line between two points 
or shall it twist and wobble? In the 
May-Bailey bill, passed by the House, a 
straight line is drawn between the crisis 
and the remedy. Shall we move in that 
straight line? Or shall we move in the 
twisting and wobbling line drawn by the 
Senate's Committee on Military Affairs? 


We hear talk of “slavery” of the workers 
if, this wobbling line is not followed. We 
can support the thought of “slavery,” it 
seems, when our young men are ordered 
to move straight into the inferno of mod- 
ern battle and no questions asked. But at 
home, suffering from shortages of cigar- 
ettes and sometimes whisky, for which we 
can still find room in our overstuffed 
pockets, we must shudder and squirm at 
the thought of the “slavery” that will be 
imposed on the workers if we give the 
Government authority to order them 
straight into war production, 


Squirming Under Pressure 


Some Senators may be squirming in 
sincere doubt. Some may be squirming 
under pressure. The American Federation 
of Labor and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, the National Association of 
Manufacturers and the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the National Grange and 
some other agricultural interests, are all 
fighting “slavery.” Between them, they 
should bring quite a tide of humanitarian 
“logic” to bear against “slavery.” 


But some people in this country are like 
the woman who had enough when the con- 
versation passed from the agony of a 
mother to the agony of the rationing sys- 
tem. Listening to the squirming Senators, 
some people would like to straighten in 
their chairs and ask: “What in hell are 
you talking about?” 


HOW RADIO DEFEATS ITSELF

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is waging 
a campaign for uninterrupted news pro- 
grams that should be supported by the 
public and the radio alike, There is an- 
other source of help, too—the advertiser 
whose product is damaged by the middle- 
of-the-program plug. 

If a few people would address a postal 
card or letter to the manufacturer of 
Bogo’s Little Burp Pills and tell him just 
how offensive those burps are, the whole 
business of radio advertising might be 
cleaned up at the source of the trouble. 

Radio stations probably never thought 
up or liked middle-of-the-program inter- 
ruptions. Sponsors who believe that to- 
morrow’s sun cannot satisfactorily rise 
unless their product comes up with it are 
the basic evil. The whole business simmers 
down to the fact that radio is a commercial 
venture depending upon advertisers’ dol- 
jars, and that radio managers, even though 
they know better, allow sponsors who know 
very little about advertising to defeat their 
own purposes in the mad scramble to get 
their name mentioned as Many times as 
possible in a 15-minute newscast, 

Advertisers, their agents and radio man- 
agers should sit down together for a heart- 
to-heart talk. It should not require a 
newspaper clamor to correct a situation 
that is defeating the very purpose behind 
radio advertising. 


Book Suppressed by Congress 
At Last Gets Into Circulation 


“American Handbook,’’ Prepared by the Office ef 
War Information. (Public Affairs Press, Wash- 
ington. ) 

Rarely does it occur, if indeed it has ever 
happened before, that a book is barred 
from circulation in the United States by 
act of Congress. The forbidden volume, an 
OWI production, is now made accessible to 
American readers only because it is issued 
by a commercial publisher. 

It wasn’t that the book wag suspected of 
being immoral or seditious. Its suppres- 
sion resulted from the congressional storm 
against OWI two yearg ago, when its ap- 
propriation wag finally passed after a pro- 
longed fight, but with a restriction against 
issuance of any of the agency's literature 
in this country. The handbook had a con- 


siderable circulation abroad, in OWI oute 


posts and among foreign officials, com- 
mentators and newspaper men, but it was 
strictly taboo at home. 

Curiously, when a few copies turned up 
in Washington with the label, “Restricted 
—not for distribution in the United States,” 
more fury broke out in Congress. It was 
charged that OWI was trying to put some- 
thing over, and attempting to keep the 
American public in ignorance about its 
work, 

> . « 

Elmer Davis, head of OWT, neatly an- 
swered these charges by reminding the 
complaining Congressmen of the restric- 
tions they themselves had imposed op the 
agency. He doubtless took delight in show- 
ing that OWI was “scrupulously carrying 
out the mandate of Congress” by keeping 
the handbook out of American circulation. 
No reply from the perturbed statesmen is 
in the record. 

As for the book itself, it Is certainly noth- 


ing for Congress to worry about. Its 508 


pages are a blend of the World Almanac, 
the Congressional Directory, the Govern- 
ment Manual, the Cambridge History of 
American Literature and” any standard 
American history. It isn't lively reading, 
but it carries out pretty well the purpose 
of enlightening all who want to know about 
the Government, people, history, resources, 
culture and war effort of the United States, 
with plenty of statistics, charts and official 
documents to point up the story. 

Virtually all the material is available in 
other books, but the OWI’s work in collect- 
ing it into one volume makes this a handy 
reference work. Its general circulation 
without official strings attached should be 
of service to the public. Furthermore, it 
should prove to some Congressmen that the 
harassing and hampering of a highly use- 
ful Government agency was a piece of 
pretty childish business.

The rumor is that a preliminary 
consultation of the inviting pow- 
ers wil] be held to take decisions 
on the important question of post- 
war control of certain territories 
falling broadly under the status of 
colonies, which it is proposed to 
turn over to international “trus- 
teeship.” 

Apparently this word, as at 
present envisaged, means the same 
thing as “mandates” after the last 
war, for it is not being suggested 
that any territories should have 
direct international government, 
but should be entrusted by the 
world security organization to a 
single power to administer, subject 
to the obligation to report to the 
international group on its stew- 
ardship, 


French Basis of Fear. 


France is alarmed at this pro- 
posal to dispose of outlying terri- 
tories without her participation in 
the discussions concerning them, 
because she has more than once 
had reason to fear that her own 
empire was the target of those 
who desire to make new arrange- 
ments. And she fears that the 
present proposal is a means once 
more of making decisions affect- 
ing herself without giving her 
an opportunity to discuss them. 

It is widely believed in France 
that one of the reasons why she 
was not admitted to the Yalta 
conference was that the problems 
of bases and of “trusteeships” af- 
fecting her own empire were dis- 
cussed there, and it was not de- 
sired that she should know the 
plans the Big Three have for the 
future of France's holdings. 

This question becomes particu- 
larly acute at the moment, for 
French forces headed by an offi- 
cer sent into the country from 
France are now fighting the Jap- 
anese in Indo-China, one of 
France's greatest and most pros- 
perous colonies. It is France’s 
intention to recover Indo-China. 
She has never been able to get 
from her Allies any pronounce- 
ment supporting her in this. 


® 


Other Sensitive Spots. 


Many other sensitive spots exist 
in the French Empire. That of 
Syria appears to have calmed 
down somewhat. It is now clear, 
as I wrote on suspicion at the 
time when the Syrian disorders 
started early in 1943, that what 
actually happened there was an 
attempt on the part of British 
imperialists to transfer Syria from 
France’s to Britain’s influence. 

The documentation for this 
statement, which was frankly a 
hypothesis when I first made it, 
since it was temporarily impossi- 
ble to secure reliable information 
from the Near East, may be found 
in Michael Clark's excellent artli- 
cle on Syria in the March 17 is- 
gue of The Nation.

GI’s Self-Discipline. 


A regimental band played. The 
audience stood at salute while the 
American flag was raised on a 
flagpole at the end of the oval. 
Maj. Gen. Joseph L _ Collins, 
Seventh Corps commander, spoke 
briefly and simply about the prin- 
ciples for which the Americans 
are fighting, and about the men 
who had died in order that we 
could be where we were on the 
banks of the Rhine. 

In the stands, the GIs sat 
hunched forward, with elbows on 
knees. They looked neat and well 
fed, with the grime of battle long 
since removed. But there was no 
evidence of intensive spit and pol- 
ish for the military show. This 
was just about as formal a mo- 
ment as you would see in a war of 
@pecialized techniques which is 
being fought on our side by in- 
genious, resourceful civilians in 
uniform. 

I have been impressed repeat- 
edly by the fact that the GI's 
discipline has been largely self- 
discipline, growing out of group 
drive on the one hand and, on the 
other, the intense competitiveness 
of the American spirit. In battle, 
it is one of the great sources of 


word. No one would accuse the 
GI of being a looter. But he is an 
‘expert scrounger, with unlimited 
resourcefulness in appropriating 
what he finds to make himself 
more comfortable. He is also an 
avid souvenir hunter, and some- 
times the line between souvenir- 
ee and just plain looting is 
thin. 

As Stars and Stripes pointed 
out, this is a threat to Allied har- 
mony and co-operation in the fu- 
_ture—and for several reasons, One 
is the propaganda handle it gives 
the Germans in their determined 
‘effort to sway European opinion 
against Americans. An incessant 
theme on the German radio is the 
destruction of French, Belgian and 
Dutch cities by U. S. bombers. 

When German troops occupied 
France, their behavior was rigidly 
correct in outward forms. The im- 
pression that many French people 
got—that is, those who were not 
enslaved or  tortured—was 
scrupulous, even polite conduct. 
Though the Germans were none 
the less hated, the memory of that 
hate fades. And now, the Ger- 
mans are trying hard to propagan- 
dize the contrast with the free 
wheeling GI, who tends to make 
up his own rules. 

This will be an even more acute 
problem when some sort of armi- 
stice ends organized resistance in 
Germany. Then will come a severe 
test of our conduct in a Europe 
that has suffered so much,

SONG FESTIVAL GIVEN 
BY CATHOLIC CHOIRS 


‘Sustained Interest Shown by 
Audience During Program 
by School Groups. 


The contrapuntal music sung by 
|choirs of several Catholic schools 
in Greater St. Louis at Kiel Audi- 
torium yesterday afternoon con- 
tituted the principal musical ob- 
| Servance of Palm Sunday. The 
}occasion was the eighth annual 
‘Choral Festival sponsored by City 
‘House Alumnae of the Sacred 
| Heart, 

For contrast and balance, each 
of the 11 choirs sang one work by 
a master of the Renaissance and 
| followed it with a work written in 
the nineteenth to twentieth cen- 
turies. The entire program, how- 
/ever, was limited to music of the 
'Low Countries. This meant that 
‘the illustrious names of Josquin 
Des Pre, Jacob Clement and Or- 
'lando di Lasso were prominently 
'spaced throughout the program. 

It is to the credit of the quality 
of this strict music and the per- 
formances that interest was sus- 
tained for an hour and a half, for 
composition which is limited in 
emotional character at the same 
time that it presents unfamiliar 
polyphonic designs can inspire a 
waning of attention unless it is 
imaginatively written and well 
executed. 

One interesting observation was 
the influence which the introduc- 
tion of even temperament has had 
on liturgical music. Though it 
rounded off the cadences, it seems 
to have lost the spiritual austerity 
present in the music written in 
the Renaissance. This, of course, 
may result rather from the fact 
that no liturgical composer after 
Des Pres or Di Lasso ever 
matched their predecessors’ gifts. 

The choirs performed while 
other pupils of the schools depict- 
ed tableaux of celebrated church 
paintings in the background. The 
choir of St. Peter’s High School, 
St. Charles; Academy of the 
Sacred Heart, St. Charles, and 
Notre Dame Academy, Belleville, 
merited deserved commendation, 
as did the Rev. Francis A. Brun- 
ner, C. Ss.

CLOTHING COLLECTION 
QUOTA 2,000,000 LBS. 


Bundles for War Sufferers to 
Be Gathered on 
April 15. 


Two and a half million pounds 
of clothing for sufferers in war- 
devastated areas will be sought in 
St. Louls and St. Louis County 
Sunday, April 15, when bundles of 
clothes, shoes and bedding materi- 
als will be picked up at the curb 
in front of homes throughout the 
district. The pickup will be part 
of a national campaign to obtain 
150 million pounds of apparel. 

Under direction of a committee, 
of which L. W. Baldwin is chair- 
man, 500 trucks will take loads of 
clothing to eight or 10 designated 
storehouses, where it will be sort- 
ed, packed and prepared for ship- 
ment. 

Union truck drivers have been 
asked to lend their services, and 
the bundles will be loaded by older 
pupils of elementary schools. 
About 1000 men, members of civic 
clubs, will be stationed at the 
warehouses. The collection will 
be directed from a headquarters 
set up in the Civil Courts Build- 
ing. 

Edward Wise Jr., executive di- 
rector of the drive, listed the fol- 
lowing articles as being wanted 
especially: 

All types of infants’ clothing, 
men’s and boys’ overcoats, suits, 
jackets, shirts, work clothes, 
sweaters, underwear, robes, caps, 
pajamas and gloves; women’s and 
girls’ coats, jackets, skirts, sweat- 
ers, shawls, dresses, underwear, 
aprons, jumpers, smocks, night- 
wear and gloves; blankets, af- 
ghans, sheets, pillowcases and 
quilts in serviceable condition; 
substantial shoes with low or me- 
dium heels, which should be tied 
securely in pairs, and pieces of 
cotton, rayon and .woolen goods a 
yard or more in length. 

Things not wanted, Wise said, 
include rags or worn out fabrics, 
shoes with high heels and open 
toes and backs and evening slip- 
pers, women’s hats and evening 
dresses and dress suits. 

In addition to the curbstone col- 
lection, Catholics in the St. Louis | 
Archdiocese are conducting a 
campaign to collect clothing at 
parish schools or halls during a 
period from April 2 April 15. 
Clothing thus gathered will be 
taken to the same warehouses as 
that picked up at curbs April 15 
and will be distributed in the 
same manner.

The phenomenal Texan, who 
captured the Greensboro Open by 
eight strokes yesterday, has 
earned prize money of $10,885 in 
cash compared to $7200 at this 
time last year. His play shows he 
has improved his game by slightly 
more than a stroke a round. 


In 48 rounds of individual play 
he has averaged 68.43 strokes 
against 69.58 last season.

AKED custard with a fragile, 
B yet smooth, quivery texture, an 

appetizing golden surface and 
pleasing richness chilled to satisfy 
the palate, is a dessert that can 
match the finest of frozen des- 
serts. When the custard is 
sweetened with caramelized sugar 
and is made rich with some extra 
cream or butter which floats to 
the surface, there is a condition 
achieved which enables the cook 
to obtain the tempting brown sur- 
face more easily than if just whole 
milk were used. The milk may be 
heated until almost hot before 
pouring onto the beaten eggs and 
adding the sugar. Then if the 
custard is poured immediately into 
the cups it will not take nearly 
so long before the coagulation 
point is reached. 

Caramel Custard. 

Two eggs, one pint milk, four 
tablespoons homemade caramelized 
sugar syrup, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, two tablespoons butter, 
melted. 

Beat eggs slightly with a fork 
or rotary beater, but do not whip. 
They should be mixed thoroughly 
but not until fluffy. Combine milk, 
caramelized syrup and salt and 
stir into the eggs. Add butter. 
Pour through strainer into indi- 
vidual custard cups. Set cups in 
shallow pan of hot water and bake 
in moderately slow oven at 350 de- 
grees F. for 30 minutes, or until 
custards are set. The center 
should still be slightly underdone 
when removed as custard con- 
tinues cooking for several minutes 
after it is taken from oven, Serve 
with caramelized sugar syrup 
drizzled over top if desired. Serves 
four to five.

Combine one-third cup mayonnaise 
with two ounces grated American 
cheese and spread over the top. 
Toast in the broiler until golden 
brown. Serve immediately. Serves 
four.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

T was very pleasant going 
| tnrougn the White House on 

Friday with a subcommittee of 
the Fine Arts Commission. They 
have some plans they want to 
carry out in the future when the 
war is over; but in the meantime 
they said very firmly that they 
do not like the wood baskets. I 
haven’t the remotest idea, how- 
ever, what kind of containers I 
can use, since the restrictions on 
materials make it difficult to find 
receptacles which will hold logs 
of wood in these formal rooms. 
In the winter, a fire in the Red 
Room or the Green Room occa- 
sionally makes all the difference 
between cold formality and 
warmth and welcome. 

Our guests, the Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada and his wife, Prin- 
cess Alice, have found Washington 
very beautiful. I am so glad they 
came at this time of year, which 
really is a perfect time. They saw 
Mt. Vernon, Arlington and the 
National Gallery yesterday, and 
when they came in at 5 o'clock 
for tea they were really exhausted 
sight-seers. A few of their friends 
came in to greet them, and then 
in the evening we had.a small 
dinner, ending up with a family 
chat in the President’s study. 


Saturday morning they were off 
again to see the sights, and then 
lunched with Under Secretary of 
State and Mrs. Joseph C. Grew, 
At 3:30 we took them to their 
train. Their visit has given us 
an opportunity to express our ap- 
preciation gf the wecome which 
they have always extended to us, 
and I hope it has given them 
pleasure. 

I was shocked to read in the pa- 
pers yesterday morning that since 
1940 there has been a rise in the 
number of deaths from cancer. I 
had thought that we were making 
progress in the control of this 
dread disease. A letter to me the 
other day begged that a concerted 
effort be made for research that 
will finally discover its cause. Un- 
fortunately, the causes are not al- 
ways so easy to find, no matter 
how much money you put into a 
scientific research project. The 
control of cancer, I gather, is 
largely in the hands of the public 
itself. If they can overcome their 
fear and watch for the very first 
signs, often a case can be com- 
pletely cured. It is when people 
try to fool themselves into think- 
ing that all goes well, and that 
there is really nothing the matter, 
that. conditions becéme so bad 
nothing can be done.
